It ie quito common now for soma of the 
advocates of the third party movement 
to speak words of wisdom on the tem- 
Ierance question. The defeat of the 
prohibition movement in Massachusetts 
Pennsylvania and Connecticut, however 
much it may be recrated, makes it very 
evident that in the east, and perhaps 
wherevre there are large cities, prohibi­ 
tion cannot be enforced, and for that rea­ 
son some of the earlier friends of prohi­ 
bition are following the dictates of com­ 
mon tense. During the recent campaign 
in Connecticut, which resulted in a ma­ 
jority against prohibition o ‘ over 27 .OOO, 
very many ministers were opposed to the 
constitutional amendment..Among them 
were such noted divines aa ex-Prtsiden* 
Porter, of Yale,and Dr. Newman Smyth. 
The latter has published his views smce 
the disasterous defeat of .prohibition in 
Connecticut, and they are worthy the 
oarefnl reading and consideration of 
every intelligent person who takes an in­ 
terest in the great movement against th? 
onward evil of the saloons. The dcctor 
says: 
Yearn ago, when I lived in the state of 
Maine,I was an ardent prohibitionist. 
but I have lived long enough, and 
watched the operation of the prohioitory 
law in Maine closely enough, to become 
convinced that it is not the bt st means 
of serving the cause of temperance. Tile 
effect of the law rn Maine has been bad 
for the temperance cause. There is a great 
deal of drunkenness in the state. The 
moral forces of temperance have bt en 
weakened, in my opinion, to every large 
extent by an tindne and impracticable 
reliance upon law. I have studied pro­ 
hibition in Maine for twenty years, and 
have found that its effect has been to 
produce much of the worst kind of drink­ 
ing. tit 
has increased 
home 
de­ 
bauchery; it has increased the number 
of boules carried in bip-pockets, and has 
promoted the habit of solitary drinking, 
whioh is most dangerons. I spend vaca­ 
tions in Maine. The morning after my 
arrival in Bangor, the past summer, as I 
glanced over a local newspaper, the brat 
thing which caught my eye was an edi­ 
torial denouncing the police for allowing 
some men who had just come out 
of a saloon to indulge iu a free light ou 
the main street. Open bars are to be 
seen throughout the city. In a little 
country town of only 1000 inhabitants, I 
found that there were three saloons. In 
the larger towns temperance people have 
spasms of stringency, during which the 
law may be more strictly enforced than 
usual, and then they have practically 
free rum the rest of toe year. 
What is true of Maine, is’true of the 
larger towns in Iowa, while iu the coun­ 
try towns the decrease of drunkenness 
has been quite marked. In states where 
the popnlation is largely agrionltnral as 
in Booth Dakota, for instance, the pro­ 
hibition movement may easily carry, and 
there may not be mach trouble in en­ 
forcing it; bot in many other states, dif 
fereotiy situated as to the character of 
the population, it is utterly impossible 
to adopt it, and if it were adopted, to 
put the law in force. 
And still, we hod that Chairman Dickie* 
of the national prohibition committee’ 
recommends that the prohibitionists shall 
take agitation in hand, refuse to unite in 
JI non-partisan campaign, and foolishly 
light against alihope,to the detriment 
of temperance reform, just to show his 
spite against other parties. 
Agitation 
directly in ooLttict with right and com­ 
mon sense, is in every respect foolish « 
It leads to nothing beneficial. It never 
bnilds. It does not encourage the hope 
of success. 
It simply makes matters 
worse. 
Whenever the third party people will 
Jon in the sentiment of ex-President 
Porter, Dr. Bmytb, Lyman Abbott, and 
hundreds of other noted scholars and 
temperance workers, and put their shoul­ 
ders to the wheels of temperance pro­ 
gress, something splendid for the cause 
will be accomplished. Until then, suc­ 
cess must needs be limited.

onsiderations that are material in fixing 
transportation charges.” 
The complaint tha t an 8-cent rate on 
grain from Port Huron to Buffalo was un­ 
reasonable as compared with a through 
rate of 15 cents a hundred pounds from 
Chicago to Buffalo was not sustained, but 
no good reason having been shown for a 
higher rate on grain products that portion 
of the complaint is sustained and the pro­ 
ducts ordered to be carried at the same 
rate as grain. 
Commissioner Morrison in deciding the 
case of Abbott against the East Tennessee 
railroad, which is charged with illegal dis­ 
crimination in lumber rates from Ten­ 
nessee points to Boston, says: 
’Combined rail and water competition 
at a longer distance point does not justify 
a greater charge for the shorter distance, 
while the shorter distance point is main­ 
tained by the carrier at points where the 
competition is of greater force and more 
controlling than at the longer distance 
point; such greater charge is not justified 
by the fact that local rates have been first 
paid on lumber to the longer distance 
points, nor by the fact that the freight is 
shipped in cars from the longer distance 
points which brought machinery to those 
points and for which profitable return 
loads were not always to be had, nor by a 
difference in the bulk and value of the 
lumber when the published rate sheets put 
the lumber in the same class and at tho 
same rate. 
“ While distance Is not always a con­ 
trolling element in determining what is a 
reasonable rate there is ordinarily no better 
measure of railroad service iii carryirg 
goods than tho distance they are carried; 
and when the rate of freight charges over 
one line in sending freight carried from a 
neighboring territory to the same market 
is considerable greater 
than over other 
lines for distances as long or longer such 
greater rate is held to be excessive and 
should be reduced.” 


RERATING 
PENSIONS. 


The Manderson Case to Be Taken as a 
Precedent by Secretary Noble. 
W a sh in g t o n , Oct. 15.—Secretary Noble 
says that his decision in the rerated pen­ 
sion case of Senator Manderson may be re­ 
garded as a precedent in a number of 
other similar cases. 
Senator Manderson, 
however, occupied a somewhat different 
position from the majority of pensioners 
recently rerated, the increased pension 
having been allowed him without applica­ 
tion or knowledge on his part 
There are 
about thirty employes of the pension office 
whose pensions have been rerated. 
In 
some instances this rerating was done 
upon their application and in other cases 
it was done without their knowledge. 
Borne of these cases were allowed by Com­ 
missioner Tanner while they were on ap­ 
peal before the Secretary of the Interior. 
The present acting commissioner, Hiram 
8mith, was rerated, but it is understood 
that he made an application to that effect 
and that the legal requirements were com­ 
plied with. 
There are others in tho pen­ 
sion office as well as outside, whose ten­ 
sions were rerated and who received ar­ 
rearages from $6, OOO to $15,000, aud under 
this 
ruling in the 
Manderson 
case 
all are characterized as being illegal. It is 
thought that the new commissioner of 
pensions will 
have 
this 
question to 
consider ar mg the first duties which he 
will be called upon to perform. The com­ 
missioner bas the right to recover all 
money illegally paid on account of pen­ 
sions, and in cases where the arrearages 
have already been expended the govern­ 
ment can confiscate all pension payment. 
It is said to be the desire of the Secretary 
of the Interior to enforce as far as prac­ 
ticable the collection of the money, and 
that active measures will be adopted as 
soon as a commissioner of pensions has 
been appointed. 
Some of the employes of 
the pension office whose pensions were 
rerated have left the government service 
since the action in their case wa3 taken 
The great majority are still in government 
employ, and, of course, it will be com­ 
paratively easy to compel a repayment, 
providing they have not spent the money. 
In such an event the government could 
levy upon their salaries as well as their 
pensions.

prisoner arrested Sunday night by Capt 
Schuettler and brought to tho Chicago 
avenue station with his face muffled in a 
handkerchief so as to conceal his identity 
is John Graham, a lawyer, who has an 
office in the same room with A. S. Trude. 
The arrest was made on the strength of 
the information given in the confession of 
Fred W. Smith, made to Capt Schuettler 
and Judge Longenecker at the Chicago 
avenine station Sunday afternoon. Whether 
Graham has confessed and acknowledged 
his connection with the jury-bribing, is 
not yet known, except to the State’s at­ 
torney. 
John Graham is a well-known figure 
about the courts and among lawyers. 
He 
is about 45 years old, inclined to portli­ 
ness, short, with a broad, fat face, and 
tvears 
a 
heavy 
mustache, plentifully 
streaked with gray. 
Lawyers laughed in a suggestive way 
when inquiries about Graham's business 
were made. 
All kqew .bim as A. 8. 
Trude’s clerk, the man why attended to 
witnesses 
for th» tBell-known lawyer. 
Mqst of them had noter seen him do any 
wpyk at all about the office; no on? re­ 
membered ever having seen or heard of 
him pfjiiticing in the law courts. 
In Judge Bqker’s court Monday a 
spacial grand; jury to farther investigate 
the charges of jury-bribing was sworh. 
8. B. Chase was chosen os foreman. Judge 
Baker briefly addressed the grand jury, 
telling its members that above all things 
they must remember to observe strict 
secrecy in regard to the matters brought 
under their observation. 
Tho Judge then 
S 
ead the law regarding the penalties to be 
nforced in case of a violation of tho se­ 
crecy of the grand jury room. 
Judge Longenecker accompanied the 
grand jury to their room, and an indict­ 
ment will he rsturned against Graham 
and also two additional indictments against 
two of the men already in jail 
Moro evi­ 
dence Is being rapidly accumulated, and 
the probabilities ale that Graham’s backer 
and employer in the conspiracy will be 
arrested before many hours. 
The whole 
scheme is on the point of complete expo­ 
sure. 
Most startling developments are 
looked for. 
The work of the authorities 
so far has fyeen but preliminary. 
Only the 
smaller game bes bO£n hagged. The cover 
is beipg rapidly torn from the main ring­ 
leaders. 
In Judge McConnell’s court room, in the 
mealtime, a special bailiff had been ap­ 
pointed. 
He was U. L. Bodney, son of C. 
C, Looney, 
the 
well-kn6wn 
lawyer. 
Young Mr. Bonney is a member of the 
Chicago bar, And is also a real estate man. 
He is 32 years of age, and tot twenty-nine 
years has lived in Chicago. 
He was born 
in Peoria, and his parents %ro b<5th Ameri­ 
cans. 
He lives at 1J27 La\vndal6 avenue. 
Mr- Bonney is well thought of by all who 
kfiow him. 
After but a few minutes’ session the 
grand jury brought in a verdict against 
John Graham, Frederick W. Smith, Mark 
L. Boloman, and Alexander L. Hanks. 
Of these Graham is the only one who 
was not also indicted by the special grand 
jur£ summoned last Saturday. 
His occu­ 
pation is given in the directory as that of 
a lawyer, but he is Sot one. 
He is simply 
a clerk. 
The indictment is exactly the same as 
tho quo found against Srplth, Hanks, and 
Solomon Saturday and the same witnesses 
afb given, the only difference in tho two 
indictments being the addition of Gra- 
hath’s name. 
It is probable that Cie 
names of other witnesses whose testimony 
related exclusively to Graham were with­ 
held by the State’s attorney for “ pru­ 
dential reasons.’’ 
John Graham, Trudo’s clerk, was re­ 
leased on bail by Judge Baker yesterday 
afternoon. 
Graham was brought to the 
Criminal court building from Larrabee 
street station and taken into State’s At 
tofney Longenecker’s office. 
In about 
thirty minutes Sheriff Matson was called, 
and soon after emerged, having Graham 
in fch&rge. 
As Graham was crossing the 
hall leading to the entrance to the court 
yard surrounding tho jail proper Fred 
Trade,|the brother of A. S. Trude, who 
was fit toe head of the stairs, saw him, 
called to him, and immediately ran down 
the stairs and had an interview with him. 
Subsequently Fred Trude went up to Judge 
Balter’s court room, while messengers 
were sent for tho necessary bondsmen. On 
Trade’s motion Judge Baker fixed the bail 
for Graham at $10,000. 
At about 
o’clock Ald. W. P. Whelan entered the 
Criminal coart building and together with 
Mr. Trade gave tho necessary bond. Ald. 
Whelan scheduled property which 
he 
values at $30,000 and testified that he was 
worth $50,000 over and above all liabili 
ties, 
Frederick 
H. Trade 
scheduled 
property valued at $45,000, mortgaged 
fqr $15,000. 
Aftqr the bond had been 
approved by Judge Baker the order for 
the release of Mr. Graham was made out 
by the clerk and forwarded to the sheriff, 
and subsequently Mr. Graham was re­ 
leased. 
The indictment of Graham has added 
largely to the excitement of the hour. 
The known intimacy of his relations with 
A. S. Trade has given 
conjecture 
wider range and rumor a more significant 
tone. 
The assertions of the attorneys for 
the State Saturday night that the develop­ 
ments at that time shadowed with grave 
suspicion men of prominence are now 
publicly given so decidedly a personal 
touch that further revelations will no 
longer amaze—their trend is 
already 
anticipated. 
It is believed that within the one gener­ 
al conspiracy to bribe jurors were several 
inner ones or branches of the plot 
Each 
of these subdivisions acted under the or­ 
ders of and reported to its particular 
chief. 
Such an arrangement of the con­ 
spiracy to bribe jurors is fully in accord 
with the policy of the chief conspirators 
who} planned the assassination of Dr. 
Cronin and who were doubtless the main­ 
spring (or hidden motive power behind 
this later and companion plot 
The conspirators engaged in bribing 
jn ro n to assassinate the law now threat­ 
ening suspected members of that other 
murder were divided into companies, each 
with its chief officer, like soldiers in 
regiment 
The known confessions thus 
far made 
and the 
testimony given 
before the grand juries show that Smith 
was one of these captains; that Graham 
was 
another; that 
Kavanaugh 
was 
probably a lieutenant, and that Bailiff 
Hanks reported to some one yet unknown, 
but whose discovery is likely to occur at 
any time. 
Kavanaugh’s known relations, 
as now divulged, lehd to the suspicion that 
he was more than a member of the clan of 
bribers; there are circumstances reason­ 
ably explained upon the theory that he 
was also a member of that other clan, the 
culmination of whose plots was accom- 
plised on the night of May 4. 
Is Thomas Kavanaugh J. B. Siraonds? 
In some respects the descriptions of the 
two men tally. 
They are of the same size 


and height and their features closely re­ 
semble. 
Simonds had a light brown mus­ 
tache and Kavanaugh’s is a dark brown— 
nearly black. 
This is the most striking 
difference, bat a judicious application of 
hair dye might explain it. 
Minor differ­ 
ences in the contour and complexion also 
ejfsY, but nothing that five months’ time 
might not easily bring about. 
The close resemblance of Kavanaugh 
and Simonds was spoken of in the State’s 
Attorney’s office yesterday by a gentleman 
closely connected with the prosecution. 
He said that Kavanaugh’s record was be­ 
ing investigated, with the belief that he 
knows more about tho Cronin murder 
than some people closely connected with 
the case. 
No clews directly connecting 
him with the case have been discovered, 
but Salesman Hatfield and Bookkeeper 
Throckmorton will take a look at him to­ 
day to see if they have before them the 
man who bought the furniture of Revell Sc 
Co. or rented the flat into which it was 
first put. 
Kavanaugh 
was 
four times 
senior 
guardian of the camp known as 135, the 
camp in which Larry Buckley figured. 
He was a bitter enemy of Dr. Cronin, it 
is said, and a particular friend of|Cronin’s 
foes. 
Long before the doctor’s 
death 
Kavanaugh charged that he was a spy. 
While the dead man's body lay in the 
catch-basin Kavanaugh prtested that t|ie 
doctor was a traitor.

Many V essels W recked at D ifferent P oin ts 
end T vyo L ives Lost. 
Boston*, Get. 15.—A severe storm raged 
along the coast Monday. Captain Whalen, 
of the fishing schooner William Emerson, 
of 
Boston, 
and 
Patrick 
Jennings, 
one of the crew, were washed overboard 
and drowned in the bay this afternoon by 
a sudden squall 
At Nantucket the body ot a man has 
washed a bore on the south side of the 
island. 
The Coskaty life-saving station 
reports seeing two vessels in collision Sat­ 
urday in Nantucket sound, one of which 
sank. 
Tho vessels are unknown. 
The schooner Richard S. went ashore at 
Vineyard Haven. 
The schooner Nellie 
Clark of Eastport, Me., for New York, 
loaded with lumber, parted both chains in 
tho harbor there and ran ashore near the 
steamboat wharf at the head of the har­ 
bor. 
The schooner Benjamin English of 
Elizabethport. N. J., is also ashore and 
well up on the beach at the head of the 
harbor. 
No wrecks were reported at Chatham, 
but nothing can bo seen at any distance, 
so if vessels are stranded on the shoals 
nothing would be known of it until the 
weather clears or wreckage comes ashore. 


New Y o r k , Oct. 15.—Central and South 
American mail advices are received as fol­ 
lows: 
There was a heavy shock of earth­ 
quake at San Jose, Costa Rica, on Sept 
26, but no serious damage was done. 
The secretary of Guatemala in a recent 
report says the public debt bonds of that 
republic are quoted in London PH) per cent 
higher than they were a year ago. 
Work in the Colombian Emerald mines 
has been suspended on account of the ap­ 
pearance of a severe type of intermittent 
fever among miners. 
Tho Cotton Mills company of Samar.ea, 
Colon, recently organized with a capital 
of $488,000, has ordered a duplicate of 
the 
machinery lately supplied to the 
Chinese government by a manufacturing 
firm in Manchester, England. 
The bulk of the sugar product of Peru is 
in the future to be consumed by Australia, 
a direct line of sailing vessels to Melbourne 
and Sydney having been established. 
On 
the return trip these vessels will bring 
Australian coal for the Pacific Steam 
Navigation company. 
The government of Paraguay is reported 
to be negotiating with California parties 
for 
the establishment of an immense 
sugar-beet farm in that republic. 
Sept. 19 and 20 several earthquake 
shocks were felt throughout Peru, and in 
Iquique a number of houses were leveled. 
All fears of a yellow or typhus fever 
epidemic in Peru have disappeared. 
The American company which had con­ 
tracted for the construction of the Chilian 
railways has been bought out by a native 
syndicate, headed by Julien Bernstein, a 
German. 
The construction of the longest horse car 
railroads in the world is shortly to be 
begun in Buenos Ayres. 
It will place the 
city of Buenos Ayres in communication 
with a number of interior towns now 
without any means of communication with 
it and will Ie 2(H) miles long. 
The Argentine government has imported 
40,000 bushels of Hungarian wheat, which 
will lie distributed free among tho farmers 
desiring to experiment in its culture. 
Another mastodon skeleton, said to be 
larger than any previously exhumed, has 
been discovered on the banks of the Ley&n 
river in Buenos Ayres, near a place where 
a priest named Torres found over IOO years 
ago a mastodon skeleton now At a museum 
in Madrid. 
The Buenos Ayres mortgage bank has 
let out within two months more than 
$15,000,000 to small agriculturists for three 
to ten years at 6 per cent on tne landed 
security. 


F ailed to C onnect. 
L ondon, Oct. 15.—The Paris corres­ 
pondent of the Times asserts that he has

SEVERAL OBJECTIONS THAT 
AKE 
URGED 


AGAINST THE GAME AS A SOCIAL FEA­ 


TURE. 
It is the generally received opinion 
among the civilized nations of the world 
that the practice of gambling is «*u evil, 
not, perhaps, because of any intrinsic or 
inherent vice, but because of its pernic­ 
ious effects and its bad influence upon 
be morals of the community. So far is 
this idea general that there is aud bas 
seen a great mass of legislation against 
gambling, nearly every country having 
statutes prohibiting it in on6 form or an­ 
other. 
g 
Perhaps it is safe to say that the nation­ 
al American game of [chance is poker. 
At all events it is certain that the game 
has oome into favor to a very great ex­ 
tent within the past decade, and that 
many people play poker now—that is, at 
home and for amusement—who, ten 
years ago, knew nothing about the game 
and would have been shocked at the 
very mention of it. It bas become quite 
as common as euchre, and more com­ 
mon than whist, at little sooial gathering* 
aud friendly parties, and it attracts no 
more attention to see a party of ladies 
and gentlemen playing poker thin it 
would to see them playing any other 
game of cards. 
And yet there are more objections tQ 
be urged to poker as a social game than 
to any other which has ever been popu- 
I 
lar in the United States. In the first 
place poker can not be played without 
betting something. 
It may be beans, or 
chips, or pennies, or nickles, but there 
must be something bet or the game is 
not poker. 
Ibis in itself is a fruitful 
source of danger to very many. 
There 
are those 
who 
are so 
constituted 
that there 
is 
danger to them in 
any and 
every kind 
of 
specula- 1 
tion. They become so absorbed in the 
chance of winning that they neglected 1 
everything else, and for these people the 
game of poker, whether the stakes be 
marbles or monev, is injurious. It is 
what they like, for it supplies the excite­ 
ment whioh they orave, but none the 
less, it is harmful to them. 
Another objection to poker as a sooial 
game (although this is not an ethical 
objection is that it is in no souse a 
game of skill. Tho cards are not play­ 
ed; they are simply laid down, and the 
strongest hand wins. It is no mole a 
game of skill than twirling a teetotum or 
matching pennies. 
When one tails 
about so-and-so being a geed poker - 
player, all he means is that he is a clever 
guesser as to the comparative strength of 
hands, or that he knows the tempera­ 
ment of bis adversaries and oan make 
shrewd conjectures as to what they wilt 
do; but this is not skill at cards. It may 
be telegraphy or mind-reading or gocd 
guessing, but it is not skill in play mg 
the game, for there is no skill in it. 
But the great, the vital objection t i 
poker in every way and under any cir­ 
cumstances is that the game is entirely 
too progressive. Ic begins at home, in 
the family circle, with beans for money, 
and ends with a forty-eight hours’ seance, 
with the contents of an employer’s safe 
ae the poker-plajer’t capital. Obviously 
this is not stated as a universal proposi­ 
tion, for that would be a palpable absur­ 
dity; 
but it is asserted with 
all 
possible confidence that 
there have 
been 
hundreds, 
if 
not 
thou­ 
sands of cases in the United mates where 
the defaulting cr embezzling poker- 
player took b's first lessons in the game 
under the Liostinnocent conditions pos­ 
sible, aud with no thought of harm to 
come. Poker players themselves aduiit 
thatcher© is a fascination about the 
game which no other kind of gambling 
possesses; and it is in this fascination 
that the danger He*. 
Whenever society has taken 
a p 
bu 
amusement or pastime which is likely to 
degenerate and to beoome a soured of 
danger to youth, it is dearly the duty of 
society to undo its work as far a* possi­ 
ble, md “to put away the mourned 
thing.” It is a duty which society owes 
to itself, and more especially to tho1, 
who are most exposed to its danger, lf, 
then, it be agreed that social gambling, 
and especially sooial poker-playing, 
tends to lowtr the standard of morality 
and to threaten the integrity of the youth 
of the community or nation, society will 
have a grevious sin to answer for unless 
it discountenances it and substitutes for 
it some innocent kind of amusement.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

Coutens, and Stevens for Belgium, Jiminie 
for Spain, Israels for Holland, Boldini for 
Italy, Kroyer for Denmark, Werenskjold 
for Norway, .Bergh for Sweden, Edelfeldt 
for Finland, Chelmonsky for Russia. 
Boston 
proposes to erect statues of 
heroic size in bronze to tho memory of 
Admiral Farragut and Gens. Grant and 
Sheridan, the last mentioned to be eques­ 
trian. 
Propositions should be directed to 
the clerk of the committee on statues at 
the city hall. 
Designs should include that 
of the pedestal as well as tho statue, and 
models and designs must be in by noon bf 
Nov. ?. 
Hogarth’s “Tastes in High Life,” which 
changed owners at Christie’s recently for 
£226, was sold in 1746 with the pictures 
of Miss Edwardes, a wealthy and eccen­ 
tric lady, to a Mr. 
Birch for 5 guineas. 
It was in 1742 painted on commission for 
this lady, the price being 60 guineas, and 
it embodied her notions of the subject so 
closely that Hogarth is said to have des­ 
pised his own work. 
M. J. Tissot, the French artist, 
is en­ 
gaged upon a series of water colors repre­ 
senting the life of Christ. 
They will 
number GOU, of whioh a third are already 
finished. 
The painty, who has made two 
journeys to Palestine for local color, 
reckons they will all be off his hands in 
two years’ time. 
The series will be pub­ 
lished in a sumptuous volume. 
Each 
drawing is about 
eighteen inches ’ y 
twelve. 
The colossal equestrian statue of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee designed by Mereio of 
Paris i3 now in the foundry, where it has 
been enlarged, section by section, from the 
life-size model supplied by the sculptor. 
It will probably reach Richmond toward 
the end of November. 
The pedestal is 
already in place. 
IV lien unveiled there 
will be grand ceremonies about the statue, 
Including a parade of military and of 
veterans of the Confederate armies. 
The buyer of “ Angelus” had to pay a 
fee of 5 per cent additional to the govern­ 
ment after the knock-down price of 553,- 
000 francs for which he obtained it in 
Paris, so that the total cost was 580,650 
francs. 
Mr. Sutton hopes to get a special 
act of Congress enabling him to bring the 
picture into this country free of duty for 
exhibition. 
Then he would probably 
take it back to France and keep it there 
until the 30 per cent tax is repealed before 
definitely importing it. 
Gustave Dore, the wellbeloved of En­ 
glish provincials, died at 50. 
From 20 to 
35 he moved in a round of brilliant tri­ 
umph, and thence to the end down the hill 
of disappointment. 
He cared no longer 
for designing, and the art critic did not 
care for his big pictures. 
He died too 
soon to read the Doro gallery prospectus 
which filled the papers the other day. 
Dore spoke English indifferently, although 
he was always meaning to learn the lan­ 
guage. 
He liked us, says the London 
Globe, and our ways, but not our dinner 
parties. 
“ It is the dinner parties that kill 
me,” he said once. 
“ Mon Dieul how long 
they last, and how stupid they are!” 
Holman Hunt has made great progress 
with his new picture, though its advance 
is necessarily slow, owing to the great 
number of portraits of Fellows and others 
it includes. 
The work is to be called 
“ May Morning on Magdalen Tower,” 
representing the interesting traditional 
ceremony of the ascent of the president, 
masters and choristers to the roof of tho 
tower to sing a hymn at the moment when 
the sun appears above the horizon. 
It is 
curious that so interesting and picturesque 
a subject has never before attracted the 
attention of artists.
